A CLAIM FOR DAMAGES,

menced:- the hearing ofan action brought by the 
Tak tling Firm against Lo Cheuk and Chau 
Shan to recover the sum of $3,000 as damages 
alleyed to have been caused by a ‘collision be- 
tween the steam launches Cheong Lee and 
Awong Loi, whereby the plaintiffs’ cargo-boat 
No. 384 was sunk on October 2t, 1903. 

Mr. W. M, Slade (instructed by Mr. H. W. 
Looker, of Messrs. Deacon, Looker and Dea- 
con) appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr E. H. 
Sharp, KC, (instructed by Mr. F. P. Hett) 
teprese ited Lo Cheuk, the owner of the CAcong 
Leesteany launch; and Hon.H. E. Pollock, K.c., 
‘instructed by Mr, O. D, Thomson) appeared 
on behalf of Chau Shan,‘the owner of the 
Awoug Lot steam launch, In the stale- 
ment of claim the plainti—s said that they 
engaged the steam launch Kivong Loi to tow 
a cargo boat, laden with flour and general 
merchandise to the value of £10,462.75, from 
the Tung Vik pier to the steamer //upeA, then 
lying in the harbour, Shoztly after six p.m. on 
October 21 the Kwong Loi, with the cargo 
boat in tow, Jett the wharf, but before reaching 
the Northern fairway, the Chrong Lee, a steam 
faunch, collided with the cargo boat and sank 
her, The collision, they alleged, was caused 
partly by the negligence of the Awong Loi 
in nat keeping out of the way of the Cheong 
Lea, and p rtly by the negligence of those on 
the Cheohy Lee sn navigating her at too great 
a speed in not changing her course, or revers- 
ing her engines; or not doing so in time’ to 
aveul a collision, They claimed from the first 
defendant $5,cou; of, as an alternative, from 
the second defendant: $5,000; or, aS a further 
alternative, fron) buth defendants $5,0:0. 

The first defendant (Lo Cheuk, Cheong Lee) 
in defence stated that the regulation lights 
were burning properly and duly exposed, and 
a good’ lookout was kept. The Cheoag Lee, 
on approaching the Central fairway, went at 
half-speed ahead, On sighting the Avong 
Loi the Cheong Lee blew a long blast. The 
Awong Lot seeméd about to pass asters of the 
Cheong Lee, but starboarded her helm and 
turned across the Cheong Lee's bows. The 
Cheong Lee then brought down her helm and 
reversed her engines, but not in time to avoid 
acollision, He alleged that the A’wong Lot 
neglected to také proper measures to prevent 
the collision, and improperly turned to port 
just before being struck. The Kwong Loi was 
navigated in a reckless and improper manner, 

For the second defendant (Chau Shan, 
Kwong /ot) it was alleged that the collision 
was caused by the Cheong Lee porting “her 
helm at a me when she was quite close to 
the A’wang Lot, and thereby reddering a colli- 
sion inevitable. The A wong Loi did sound 
her whistle and was answered by the Cheong 
Lee. The collision, he said, was solely caused 
by those on board the Cheong Lee in navigating 
their boat at too great a speed in crowded waters, 
and generally in navigating without due care 
and skill when approaching the Kwong Loi, 

Mr. Sharp explained thatthe plaintiffs were 
in no way responsible forthe collision. The 
question was ns to which of the defendants 
was responsible, 

tt was explained that ‘Mr. Slade appeared for 
the cargo-owner, not for the junk-owner, and 
that it was erruncously supposed that the two 
launches were owned by. the same firm. 

Evidence was then taken, and the case had 
not concluded when we went to press.

The important question. of Chinese currency 
has of late years been very prominently brought 
forward. Reform in this direction has been 
shown to be of absolutely vital importance to 
the economic progress of the country, But 
whilst many theories have been promulgated 
the status guo remains, hedged round perhaps 
not so much by the technical difficulties of the 
suggested reforms as by the pig-headed con- 
servative tactics of the many millions of natives 
whase livelihood would be temporarily at least 
in jeopardy if this opportunity of an infinite 
variety of ‘squeeze’ were to (ail, Such ques- 
tions as a uniform silver currency, and a gold 
standard seem still further removed from the 
domain of practical economics ; for on this sub- 
ject many authorities and theories are at vari- 
ance, {t is not intended here to enter into 
either of these or any economic problems, But 
it may be interesting to set down as possible 
the present system (sic) of currency that obtains 
locally in Fonchow, This the local Echo pro- 
ceeds to do, and says it would be a larger 
task than space would allow to attempt 
an exhaustive enumeration of the many 
chaonels affected by these local customs and 
practices, even if it were posyible to obtain 
sufficient data. A few of the principle scales 
and common customs may, however, prove in- 
teresting. That they will prove instructive is 
doubtful, But it is possible that they are not 
altogether common property. 

The native ‘cash’ currency may be left almost 
alone here. It is only proposed to deat with 
currency which may immediately concern ‘Euro- 
pean financial transactions with’ natives. At 
once then, Foochow currency isthe “chopped 
dotlar,” further particulars of which will be 
given later on, One might add the scooped, 
the scraped, the cut, the punched dollar! As 
many and possibly more than § holes, as large 
and larger than a tram-ticket pooch are nat 
uncommon in o#e coin. They are scooped 
and chopped so as to often obliterate all trace 
of the original markings, some ofthe chopped $ 
assuming the shape and appearance of a mush- 
room with small-pox. Indeed the latter have 
some times been given a handie and turned into 
sugar spoons as acuriosity. {tis obvious that 
few coins coming under this treatment can be 
of identical weight, and she necessity for the 
employment of scales with a fixed ratio is sure-, 
ly equally obvious. For this local’ Foochow 
currency the ratio fixed is $100, Tls. 71.7 onthe 
Yang Ving scales which’ is that employed by 
the two European banks in Nantai, the 
Chartered Bank and the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Banking Corporation. The latter issue a 
printed notice “Customers are’ requested to 
note that the bank here only provides Foochow 
currency dollars, viz.,$100 equal inweight to Tls 
71.70"—To be explicit-and for example, upon 
presentation ofa cheque for a certain number 
of $ the Tae] equivalent is found by multiply: 
ing the amount of the cheque by 717 and divid- 
ing by a hundred,
